nU.  WHITKIIOfSE’s  LETTER  TO  UlS  CA  Rl  811  lON’ERS. 

The  following  communication  on  the  state  of  the  Greek 
Mission,  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Whitehousc,  while  in  Eu- 
rnjic,  to  his  congregation  at  Rochester,  New-York,  will, 
wo  doul>t  not,  be  read  with  pirculiar  interest  by  the  friends 
of  that  department  of  the  Society’s  operations.  In  conse¬ 
quence  of  sundry  allusions  which  it  contains,  it  may  be

and  rank  among  the  powers  of  Europ«’.  'I'he  consequence 
is,  that  they  contribute  under  false  cxjioctations,  and  arc 
disa[)pointed  with  the  result;  or  tliey  desire  tlie  ellorts  of 
the  missionary  to  lie  directed  to  points  incoiulstcnt  with 
tlie  very  inlen  st  they  expect  to  promote. 

“  It  would  l»e  easy  to  show,  that  the  claim  was,  at 
least,  as  great  upon  our  sympathies,  from  a  people  nomi¬ 
nally  Christian,  but  living  under  a  form  of  it  so  corrupt 
and  puerile  as  to  possess  little  affinity  to  the  spirit  and 
power  of  the  Gosjoel,  as  from  the  heathen.  Whether  ‘  Jew 
or  Greek,  bond  or  free,’  Moslem  or  Indian,  lettered  or 
savage,  all  have  a  common  character,  ‘dead  in  trespasses 
and  sins,’  until  changed  by  the  grace  of  God ;  all  a  com¬ 
mon  claim  resulting  from  our  obligations  to  the  Redeemer. 
And  if  a  choice  were  to  he  made  in  going  out  over  the 
‘field  of  the  world,’  of  a  spot  towards  which  W'e  should 
direct  our  earliest  efforts,  press  them  with  the  most  as¬ 
siduity  and  tenderness,  it  would  he  that,  whore  the  com¬ 
mon  name  of  Christian  linked  us  in  closed  brotherhood, 
and  yet  where  misfortune,  ignorance  and  crime  had  well 
nigh  palsied  all  the  energy  of  evangelic  d  truth. 

“  But  it  would  be  still  more  evident  that  the  efforts 
must  be  widely  different  from  those  directed  to  the  hea¬ 
then.  The  plans,  the  means,  the  objects,  the  primary 
results,  must  all  be  peculiar.  In  such  a  case,  it  is  ‘  rc- 
formation  in  the  other  *  conversioti.'
